School Committeeman Donald Charest submitted a 
formal letter of resignation from his position on the 
board last Tuesday, citing increased job commitments 
which will "take too much time away from doing the 
job effectively." His resignation comes after he com¬ 
pleted one year of his two-year term 

Explaining that he had recently been promoted to 
regional manager of American Energy Management 
Company, a position which will require extensive 
traveling, Charest told his colleagues, "I just can't be a 
part-time board member. I'd rather leave the position 
and allow someone with more time to dedicate to these 
duties to take over." 


After nearly three years of diligent lobbying, the 
Agawam blousing Authority has been awarded a $1 
million grant earmarked to convert the now-vacant 
Katherine Danahy Elementary School into a 25-unit 
complex for elderly housing. 

Needs Proper Zoning 

Housing Authority Chairman Frank Chriscola today 
hailed the news, stating that preliminary plans for the 
project will get underway as soon as the two-acre 
parcel can be properly zoned for such housing. 

The parcel is currently zoned for business and will 
have to be changed to Residence A-4 or receive a 
special permit from the Board of Appeals 

Byron J. Matthews, secretary of the state Executive 
Cdfice of Communities and Development, said the 
$ 1.05 million grant was awarded to Agav/am because, 
"the conversion of abandoned school buildings to 
housing is one of the most cost-effective means nt our 
a isposal to alieviate housing shortages in 
Massachusetts." 

Chriscola noted that Matthews had inspected the 
Danahy site on the request of former State Represen¬ 
tative Edward W. Connelly, and according to 
Chriscola, "Mr. Matthews was quite impressed with 
Danahy and told us he would make it a priority item 
We just had to wait until the money was available " 

The School Committee closed the building in June of 
1981 due to declining enrollment, but Housing 
Authority records reveal that Chriscola's board had 
written state officials about the possibility of conver¬ 
ting Danahy School to elderly housing on October 6th, 
1980. 

Chriscola said, "We didn't sit on this thing. When 
the School Committee first announced their intentions 
of closing the building, we got right on it. It seemed for 
a spell that nothing was moving on it, but money is the 
name of the game, and we tried to keep the state in¬ 
formed of our intentions throughout." 

The Housing Authority currently manages four 
elderly housing units, including Meadowbrook Manor, 
Brady Village, Colonial Haven, and Country View. 

Meadowbrook Manor an’d an adjacent senior center 
were completed in 1977 as the Housing Authority's 
lost project, and in late 1981, the authority returned 
$ 100,000 to the town saved from construction costs. 

Town Manager Edward A. Caba also hailed the state 
grant, as did members of a special committee ap¬ 
pointed by CabG to serve as a study committee on the 
vacated school. 

The town has been responsible for the building since 
the closing and has spent several thousand dollars 
keeping it secure. 

Credited Connelly 

Chriscola credited Connelly's help as being "in¬ 
strumental in keeping us posted as to what the state 
was up to and keeping on Matthews for the funding." 

Chriscola says approximately $25,000 of the grant 
will be put aside for hiring an architect who will then 
draft preliminary plans. 

According to Chriscola, the building would be 
renovated and an addition is needed to house the full 
25 units. 

Danahy School was named after its former principal 
and long-time educator Katherine Danahy. The three- 
story brick building was open for over 50 years. The 
third floor was closed in 1979 because of rapid 
deterioration. 

No completion date has been set for the project. 


In a brief summation of his participation as a board 
member, Charest expressed particular pride in the 
board's opening up its meetings more to the public 

"I'm very proud to have beer on the board when we 
moved the place of meetings from the small con 
ference room to the cafeteria and when we initiated the 
new citizen speak policy which gives the public more 
opportunity to bring their problems directly to us," he 
declared. 

He also indicated pride in the board's establishment 
of a new format for presentation of the budget, for its 
successful negotiation of three major contracts, for its 
participation in an informative conference of school 
committees from across the state, and for its recogni¬ 
tion of the "value of the system's top three ad¬ 
ministrators" through salary increases granted to 
each.

Solitario To File For 
Low Income Housing

At presstime, local developer Frank Solitario was set 
to file with the Board of Appeals plans to discuss the 
construction of 400 units of low income housing on the 
64-acre parcel at Hubbards Corner on Suffield and 
South Streets 

Present Plans 

Present plans for the subsidized housing would not 
require Town Council approval, as state law mandates 
that up to 10 percent of all housing stock in a par¬ 
ticular city or town can be earmarked for low income 
housing 

This is commonly known as the "anti-snob zoning 
act" passed by the state legislature in 1970 The Board 
of Appeals recently passed a low income housing pro¬ 
posal near Pine View Circle of some 200 units 

While the town had no recourse to prevent the state 
mandated development, it has apparently hit snags 
meeting health and safety requirements after its ap¬ 
pearance before the Appeals Board last year 

The development proposed by a Newton Heights 
firm met with heavy resistance from area residents 
who charged that utilities and abutting streets would 
not be adequate to handle the additional units and 
traffic. 

The town, by state law, is presently eligible to 
receive 564 additional units of low income housing, in 
addition to 10 percent of the number of housing units 
constructed during the past year. 

Plans for the low income housing project follow 
Solitario's most recent January 3 Town Council defeat 
of a zone change request to permit the construction of 
350 condominiums on the same parcel 
Fell Two Votes Short 

The $15 million condominium proposal received an 
8-7 majority but fell two votes short of the required 10 
vote, 2/3 majority necessary for approval. The council 
vote followed a blitz of criticism from area residents 

Although Solitario's legal counsel, William Fennel 
cautioned that the land would be put to some use the 
citizens openly balked, and called talk of subsidized 
housing "an empty threat." 

Solitario would not comment on his new plan. 


In a final motion prior to leaving office, Charest pro¬ 
posed that the School Committee ask the Town Coun¬ 
cil to reconsider compensating board members for 
their services. However, he reduced the dollar amount 
to be sought from $2,000 to $500 for individual 
members and from $2,500 to $750 for the board chair¬ 
man. Town Council rejected the higher amount of com¬ 
pensation at its last meeting. 

Charest attached a provision to his motion in which, 
along with the dollar amount, the School Committee 
would not ever receive in excess of what the Town 
Council pays its own members. 

"I believe there were a few misconceptions on the 
part of some council members as to what might be in¬ 
volved in paying the School Committee," he said. "I've 
done some research on the law, and it's not possible 
for the School Committee to set its own salary or grant 
itself increases without council approval, as some 
council members seem to think, I hope they would take 
the opportunity to rectify what I feel is a mistake in not 
compensating School Committee members for all the 
time and effort they put into their duties." 

In attaching the provision to the dollar amount, 
Charest said he hopes the council keeps the School 
Committee at the same level of compensation as they 
set for themselves, but pointed out they would not have 
to do so. 

Charest's motion passed 4-3, with Mrs. Doering, 
Mrs. Fuller, and Raymond Saracino voting against. 


According to Town Attorney Lambert Ollari, a joint 
meeting of the Town Council and the School Commit¬ 
tee is dictated by the town charter to select a replace¬ 
ment to fill out Charest's term of office. A majority 
decision of both groups will decide his successor. 

School Committee Chairwoman Rosemary Sandlin 
asks that any individual who is interested in serving on 
the School Committee submit a letter of intent to her as 
soon as possible.

Will Approach Housing Authority 
Mrs Curry today told The Advertiser,News that she 
will formally approach the Agawam Housing Authori¬ 
ty with the idea of naming the planned 25-unit elderly 
housing complex at the vacated Danahy School, The 
Katherine Danahy Housing for the Elderly" complex 
The state on Monday awarded the local Housing 
Authority more than $ million towards renovating the 
vacated three story brick structure into an elderly hous¬ 
ing project 

The present site, used os a school building since 
1904, was closed in 1981 due to declining enrollment 
here Miss Danahy, a resident of Tower Terrace, was 
honored for her dedication to children and to.the town 
as the school's namesake 

"This came to my attention as soon as the news of 
the state grant came in," Mrs Curry said "I've already 
contacted Housing Authority officials and they saw no 
reason why Miss Danahy's name could not be retained 
for the new elderly complex " 

Mrs Curry said she will formally present Housing 
Authority Chairman Frank Chriscola with a letter re¬ 
questing that Miss Danahy's name be seriously con¬ 
sidered for the housing project 
Miss Danahy died on August 18, 1968 She first 
came to the Agawam School System in 1899 She 
retired as principal of the then-North Agawam Elemen¬ 
tary School in 1947 The school was renovated and ex¬ 
panded in 1951 and was henceforth known as the 
Katherine Danahy Elementary School 

Rated With Minerva Davis 
Miss Danahy, according to Mrs. Curfy, was rated 
along with Minerva Davis as being a great and promi¬ 
nent citizen of Agawam She was a charter member of 
the Catholic Women's Club and wrote the club song 
which is still sung today by members 
She is a former member of the School Committee and 
was involved a wide variety of civic organizations Ac 
cording to town historian Edith LaFrancis, Miss 
Danahy was admired and respected by her students

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AEA Contract 

Signed At Lost 

By Joanne Brown 

After ten months of negotiations, the Agawam 
Education Association and the School Committee 
finally signed a two-year contract last Tuesday, the 
terms of which are retroactive to July 1, 1982. 

Following a thirty minute executive session in which 
a final review of the contract took place, the School 
Committee approved the agreement 6-1 Raymond 
Saracino cast the sole negative vote. 

Terms of the contract go into effect immediately; 
however, the salary increases will not show up until the 
teachers' pay checks on January 26th 

Saracino Objects To'Automatic' Step (Increases 
In explaining his objections to the contract Saracino 
expressed negative feelings for the inclusion of 
"automatic" step increases across the board. He noted 
particular concern with the evaluation process most 
commonly used to determine a teacher's performance 
"I firmly believe Agawam has an awful lot of good 
teachers who are being shortchanged because they are 
lumped in with the less competent ones," Saracino 
said, asking, "Where is their incentive to improve if 
they all get a step raise'automatically each year? 

In reference to the almost routine approval of step in¬ 
creases based on evaluation of a teacher's perfor¬ 
mance Saracino noted, "I think it's very difficult for a 
principal who can't help but become friendly with his 
staff to then have to issue a poor evaluation on some 
of these teachers Perhaps we should consider using 
educators from outside Agawam who could evaluate 
more objectively " 

Contract Includes 6%% Pay Hikes 
' Included within the contract is a new salary schedule 
which reflects a 6%% increase across the board for 
each of the two years covered in the pact Teachers 
with a bachelor's degree and no teaching experience 
will begin at $12,627 this year and a $13,479 next 
year. 

Also included in monetary compensation is a new 
dollar schedule for department head stipends which 
raises their minimum from $500 to $600 and tacks on 
$50 more for each additional department member over 
five. 

Coaches' salaries, a recent cause for concern on 
both sides, were increased this year by 15% per point 
awarded to each specific sport with an additional 10% 
granted next year 

Members of both the AEA and the School Commit¬ 
tee hope the new coaching salaries will encourage a 
wider selection of competent and experienced ap¬ 
plicants for these posts. 

Article 23 Resolved 

Article 23, which had become somewhat infamous 
as a major stumbling block in negotiating sessions, 
sets the overal school year at 181 days to run between 
September 1st and June 30th Teachers on both secon 
dary and elementary levels may now be required to at¬ 
tend three parents' nights throughout that period 
Language which had been the bone of contention 
focuses on equal working time and conditions for 
teachers in all schools in the system While the work 
schedules remain basically the same for the secondary 
levels, these conditions are now guaranteed within the 
language of the contract. 

All elementary teachers are now granted 
minutes of unassigned time in each three-week cycle 
this year and 400 minutes per three-week cycle next 
year. Kindergarten teachers will have 500 minutes per 
three-week cycle. 

In addition, one-half 9iour of uninterrupted lunch 
period is guaranteed to ebch elementary teacher and a 
similar twenty-minute time to secondary staff_

Mrs Rosemary Sandlin received a unified vote of 
confidence from her colleagues Tuesday night when 
she was re-elected chairman of the Agawam School 
Committee on a 6-0 vote Mrs Roberta Doering was 
not present for the vote 

With no discussion or comment, the School Commit 
tee swiftly approved Mrs. Sandlin for a second year at 
the board's helm and went on to appoint Bernadette 
Conte as vice-chairman and Jessie Fuller for a second 
consecutive year as secretary These choices establish 
the first all-female leadership team ever to serve on this 
board in Agawam 

In detailing her goals for the upcoming year, Mrs

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thus, the exaggerated physical action came off as be 


ing silly. 

On the other hand, 48 Hours doesn't take itself 
seriously at all and, in fact, is laced with many 
humorous scenes; incidentally, the film's most 
1 memorable moments are hilarious ones in which Mur¬ 
phy poses as a cop and enters an all white, country and 
western bar. that's not used to having non-Caucasian 
patrons. 

However, 48 Hours is not strictly a comedy. It con¬ 
tains, fast-paced, violent chase sequences which are 
reminiscent of those in Clint Eastwood's Dirty Harry 
pictures. While much of its action is just as far-fetched 
as that of Sharky’s Machine, 48 Hours is able to get 
away with its lack of realism because of its comical 
elements and the fine direction by Walter Hill ( The 
Long Riders, Southern Comfort), a young filmmaker 
who has a flair for making violent pictures which trans¬ 
cend the genre. 

As for the performances, Nolte gives one of the best 
of his career and he makes the character of Jack Cates 
as rememberable as Clint Eastwood's Harry Callahan 
(Dirty Harry) arid Gene Hackman's "Popeye" Doyle 
(The French Connection ). Murphy, the talented black 
comedian from television's Saturday Night Live, makes 
an impressive film debut in this picture and, in some 
ways, reminds me of a young Richard Pryor; if Murphy 
decides to make more movies, let's hope that he 
doesn't get into a slump like Pryor has done recently 

Despite its entertainment value, 48 Hours is definite¬ 
ly not for anyone under the ripe old age of 17. Its R 
rating is well-deserved because of its graphic violence, 
nudity, and constant use of profanity; come to think of 
it, if this film's profanity was eliminated, it would 
almost be a silent movie.

Besides having squabbles with his 
girlfriend (Annette O'Toole), Cates' life is complicated 
when he becomes involved in a gunfight with two 
killers who end up taking his revolver and killing two 
other plainclothesmen. After this tragic incident, he 
discovers that a black convict by the name of Reggie 
Hammond (Eddie Murphy) was part of a gang which 
the assailants also belonged to; thus,-Cates comes to 
the conclusion that Hammond might be able to help 
him find the killers' hideout. 

Once Hammond is released from his cell for two 
days, he and Cates go on a manhunt through the less 
classier areas of San Francisco During their temporary 
team-up, they manage to insult each other to the hilt, 
have a fistfight, and Cates' intuition tells him that 
Hammond is hiding something from him that relates to 
the men they're pursuing.

Agawam Juniors 
Promote Hospice Care 

Shortly before Christmas, members of the Agawam 
Junior Women's Club hosted three speakers from 
Western Massachusetts Hospital's hospice care unit. 
Hospice care has been chosen to be the special project 
of the Massachusetts State Federation of Women's 
Clubs, to which the local group belongs. 

In conjuction with the special project, the Agawam 
Juniors would like to aid in providing information on 
hospice care and where it is available to the communi¬ 
ty- 

Hospice care is a specialized health care program 
which emphasizes the management of pain and other 
symptoms associated with terminal illness. Hospice is 
a caring service whose concern is for the total family. It 
provides emotional, psychological, spiritual, and 
physical support for the terminally ill patient and fami¬ 
ly. It permits the patient to be cared for at home or in 
home-like surroundings. It aims at providing care and 
support regardless of the family's ability to pay. 

The hospice philosophy is that death is a normal 
process of life. Hospice exists not to postpone death 
but, with special skills and therapies, to help the pa¬ 
tient and family live as fully as possible until the end 
comes. 

Hospice believes that we are all dependent on one 
another and, therefore, it is crucial in the last few 
minutes of life to help develop a caring community 
that can provide comprehensive services to patients 
and their families. 

***** 

Western Mass. Hospital's assistant administrator, 
Robert Woolich, explained to the Juniors how the 
hospice facility at that hospital in Westfield began last 
January and briefed them on its progress. 

This facility has a present capacity for twenty pa¬ 
tients at one time, but they hope to expand in the 
future. Each patient has his or her own room and is 
allowed to add his/her own personal decorating 
touches to the room. 

Patients must qualify for acceptance by having a life 
expectancy of no longer than six months. Hospice care 
for those who may seek restorative treatment has been 
ended. 

***** 

Pat Briggs, nursing coordinator in charge of the staff 
at Western Mass. Hospital, outlined to the Juniors the 
duties of a nurse working with terminally ill patients. 
She detailed the many needs these patients have and 
the difficulty they have in coping with what lies ahead 
for them. She noted that her staff goes to great lengths 
to fulfill any last requests of their patients. 

Last to speak to the Juniors was the husband of a 
former patient at Western Mass. Hospital who spoke 
from his recent experience in losing his wife. He had 
high praise for everyone involved with the hospice unit 
and expressed his appreciation for their sincere love 
and care shown to his wife in her last few weeks. He 
also discussed the help and caring he and his children 
were receiving at present, several months after the 
death, in dealing with their loss. 

Since death touches all of our lives at some point in 
time, the Agawam Juniors make a special plea to 
everyone to seek and support the Western Mass. 
Hospital and any other hospice facilities which may 
appear nearby in the future.

Ah the January doldrums Families hang around the 
house, watching TV and popping popcorn, turning up 
the electric blanket and hauling Aunt Emma s World 
War II space heater from room to room No wonder so 
many electrical fires strike this time of year. You can 
reduce your risk of electrical fires by taking a few 
minutes to inspect your appliances extension cords 
and wiring If you're like most people, you could pro¬ 
bably use something to do anyway, right about now 
Start by inspecting your extension cords Cords with 
worn or cracked insulation should be discarded Loose 
or cracked plugs can be cut off and replaced with inex¬ 
pensive snap-ons. Now that your extension cords are m 
qood repair, try to think of how many you can 
eliminate altogether Now, visualize each extension 
cord in your house as a pugnacious gremlin who likes 
to play with matches behind your back, and think 

again. , , 

The fact is that extension cords are bad news 
They're easily crushed, a tempting toy for the j'ttle 
ones, and often mean electricity is being abused It you 
depend on extension cords to run permanent ap¬ 
pliances like lamps and TV sets, or if you use taps to 
connect many appliances onto single plugs, your home 
may need additional electrical outlets Keep that in 
mind, and press on. 

Inspect those seasonal appliances that come out or 
the attic every fall and go back each spring. They have 
way of getting old and battered - and the time to 
replace, say the electric blanket you took to college is 
before it sets fire to your bedroom. Appliances that are 
physically battered, making humming or crackling 
noises, or emit "hot" odors should be taken out of ser¬ 
vice until they can be inspected by a qualified repair- 

By the way, even if Aunt Emma s space heater looks 
OK, you might cut your electric bill by replacing it. 
We've learned a lot about energy efficiency since 
World War II. 

Now survey your home's permanent wiring. Outlets 
and switches that are loose to the touch, or fuses and 
breakers that pop constantly, may indicate that you 
need the services of a licensed electrician Now its 
time to remember those extension cords and taps and 
consider installing additional electric service Many 
older homes aren't wired for the energy demands of to¬ 
day's electronic family. Old wiring that has badly 
deteriorated can get hot enough to spark a fire even 
when operated within the rating of its fuses or circuit 

breakers. ... 

For many homeowners, hiring an electrician can be c 
very fire-wise investment - not only in good living, but 
perhaps in life itself 

Congratulations. If you've conducted this common- 
sense home inspection, you've made your family safer 
from electrical fire But you can take your nose out or 
the fusebox now: I think the popcorn's done

2 tbsp. butter or margarine 
1 cup Marsala Cooking Wine 
1 lb. sliced mushrooms 
chopped fresh parsley 

Place veal cutlets between waxed paper or foil and 
pound with side of cleaver until they are about Vi" 
thick Salt and pepper to taste and dredge in flour (Be 
sure each piece is covered with flour) Melt butter in 
skillet and brown garlic (do not burn) Add veal, cook¬ 
ing over medium heat until brown. Remove veal to 
shallow baking pan. Add the 2 tbsp. butter to the 
skillet and brown the mushrooms. Add Marsala and br¬ 
ing to a boil. Simmer for 2 minutes to blend flavors. 
Pour wine-mushroom sauce over veal. Cover pan with 
foil and bake approximately 25 minutes in a 350° oven 
Garnish with parsley. Serves 4 to 6.

- Did I say 40 senators? Only 39 are sworn in, one, 
absent because she was delivering a baby girl - thirteen 
lawyers and six women. 

- The eldest and longest serving member presides 
until the Senate elects its president - a vote cast strictly 
along partisan lines. 

- Unique to Massachusetts is the right of free peti¬ 
tion, which allows any citizen the right to file a bill, 
followed by the custom of having a hearing and a 
report filed on that bill. 

When do I cast my first real vote? That will come 
next week on a parliamentary motion to discharge the 
rules committee which is a frivolous attempt to 
obstruct the legislative process 

- Learn the rules, my colleagues tell me. Do your 
homework Take care of your constituents. Keep your 
word.

On Wednesday, January 5th, the 173rd session of 
the Massachusetts General Court was called to order. 

The first Wednesday of the new year following a 
general election is a day marked by a great deal of 
pomp and circumstance and also some important 
business. 

Since the General Court of Massachusetts is the 
oldest deliberative body existinq in the United States 
today, the business undertaken that day was rooted in 
a greal deal of tradition. 

Outgoing Governor King swore in the Legislature, 
temporary rules were adopted, and Thomas McGee of 
Lynn was elected Speaker of the House, to no one's 
surprise. 

Formal business in the House was put off to this 
week where the Legislature is presently undergoing a 
protracted fight over permanent rules of procedure. 

Governor Dukakis was sworn in the next day, 

January 6th. In his inauguration speech following the 
oath of office, the newly elected governor attempted to 
set the tone for his administration, putting forth goals 
he hoped to accomplish. 

Initially, he hopes to take immediate steps toward 
establishing a program which would provide shelter to 
the Commonwealth's growing number of homeless 
citizens. Secondly, he wishes to set up a policy which 
would attract and enhance businesses in the more 
"economically depressed" areas of the Com¬ 
monwealth such as Southeastern and Western 
Massachusetts. 

This is certainly agreeable to the Western Mass, 
legislative delegation and gives us hope of better 
things to come. Also, Dukakis reiterated his pledge to 
maintain the quality of education and to continue to 
wage the war on crime. Finally, and perhaps most im¬ 
portantly, Dukakis hopes to "restore the people's faith 
in state government." 

If the Dukakis is to achieve any real success in this 
ambitious undertaking, a better working relationship 
with the Legislature must be established than there in the House to helj

Seeing Sun Spots 

When you look at the sun, you see spots, right? Yes. 
TWO sets. You "see spots" if you glance directly at 
the sun. You will also see spots ON the sun if you look 
at it through dense filters. 

You see when a chemical in your eye, called visual 
purple, breaks down. The more light that enters your 
eyeball, the more visual purple is destroyed. It builds 
back up again naturally, but when you glance at the 
sun, ALL of this chemical is depleted. Until it returns to 
normal, the part of your eye that was focused on the 
sun just keeps sending the message "bright light" to 
your brain. 

That's interesting. What's more important is that if 
you gaze at the sun for any length of time, you also 
damage the nerves of your eyeball. Nerves don't heal, 
so the harm may be permanent. 

Even more important to your life are those spots on 
the sun, itself. Sunspots are vast whirling clouds of 
gasses that are cooler than the rest of the sun s sur¬ 
face. They average about five times the size of Earth. 
They come and go in cycles of about eleven years. 
When sunspots are plentiful, scientists say the sun is 
"active." , 

That's interesting. What's more important is that 
these sunspots affect us here on earth. The extremely 
powerful magnetic field surrounding these sunspots 
send vast streams of ions and cosmic rays towards 
space. When the earth swings into one of these radia¬ 
tion beacons, radio and television transmission are in- 
terupted. 

The Earth's own magnetic fields act on the ions to 
produce the spectacular Northern Lights displays. Our 
weather is affected. Glaciers on Earth have come and 
gone in step with sunspot cycles over the past 7,000 
years. Researchers are looking into the effects they 
may have on all life (including us) on earth. 

And most people have never heard of this important 
phenominum. That's interesting!

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Students Design 
Postal Stomps 
in Notional Contest

. Ninety-five Agawam elementary students received 
the "stamp of approval" this week for their participa¬ 
tion in a stamp designing contest sponsored by the 
U.S. Postal Service. Certificates marking the voluntary 
participation of students from Robinson Park, Phelps, 
and Granger Schools were awarded by Postmaster 
Joseph Dahdah of Feeding Hills and Postmistress 
Lillian Giles of Agawam. 

John Bates, customer service representative at the 
Springfield Post Office, served as overall coordinator 
for the local aspect of the national contest. According 
to Bates, the stamp design contest derived from last 
September's National Card and Letter Writing Week 
sponsored by the postal service. 

"Two programs came about as offshoots of that 

• week," Bates explained. "One was a volunteer scribe 
program in which students were asked to assist han¬ 
dicapped or elderly individuals with letter writing, and 
the other was the student stamp designing contest 
which will eventually lead to one of the entries actually 
becoming a stamp to be used by the postal service." 

* Ten towns within the Western Massachusetts region 
took part in the stamp designing project with the 
cooperation of art teachers in area schools According 
to Bates, 900 entries were submitted. 

Postmaster Dahdah explained that, because of 
delays in announcing the contest prior to deadlines, 
only three of Agawam's five schools could take part. 
Forty-eight students from Robinson Park, thirty-four 
from Granger, and twenty-three from Phelps submitted 
designs, and this week, all were awarded certificates 
commending their efforts. 

In addition to the honorary certificates, many of the 
student designs were displayed at the Eastfield Mall 
prior to Christmas. 

According to Bates, popular themes chosen to be 
depicted on stamps were those involving patriotism, 
racial brotherhood, and environmental issues. One of 
all the designs submitted throughout the country will 
actually be produced and circulated by the postal ser¬ 
vice later this year. 

Bates pointed out that the Western Massachusetts' 
entries have been sent to the National Art Education 
Association in Reston, Virginia, for the initial selection 
process. Winners from that point will go to the 
Citizens' Stamp Advisory Committee of the Postal Ser¬ 
vice, and from there to the Postmaster General for final 
selection.

The State of Vermont, from the first time I hunted it 
(1950) has always struck me as "God's Country " The 
green hills, fresh air and abundance of wild game 
stimulated this feeling. So, it was with regret, that I 
decided not to hunt the state this past season I missed 
the warmth of the natives and the particular way they 
have of making you feel like a member of theirfamily 

The reason that I didn't hunt this past season was 
the condition of the deer herd I couldn't see spending 
$60 00 for a license plus other expenses incurred for a 
week to 10 days of hunting Evidently other non¬ 
residents felt the same way The non-resident license 
sales was down 30 percent which represents $500,000 
loss to the Vermont Fish and Game Department The 
loss to the economy of Vermont figures, around a 
million to a million and a half dollars This money 
realized from hunters that must obtain lodging, food, 
clothing, and gasoline 

The final results of Vermont's deer hunting are: ar¬ 
chery season, 798; November buck season, 5,210; and 
November antlerless season, 3,938 

Each of the categories was lower than the year 
before, with the buck count being 37% below the 1981 
figure It has been a downward trend in the Northeast 
on deer kill: Maine (-11%), New Hampshire (-22%), 
Massachusetts (-25%). and Quebec ( 1 4%) When ask¬ 
ed about the problem in Vermont, Commissioner 
Moore replied, "This coupled with Vermont's decline, 
reflects the region-wide harmful effects of last winter 
on Northeastern deer populations, but 1982 should 
mark a turning point for Vermont's deer herd " 

He pointed out that the deer management program, 
which started in 1979, was designed to bring the Ver¬ 
mont herd down to within carrying capacity of its 
winter range in order to stimulate browse growth for 
deer to feed on And, he added, "The Habitat Improve¬ 
ment Program, which is funded by the antlerless deer 
permit money, was started in 1980 to improve food and 
shelter in deer wintering areas " 

I think that we have to add a few ingredients of our 
own into the final picture Coyotes, coy-dogs are taking 
a toll of young deer during the winter months along 
with the family dogs I predict that acid rain is affec¬ 
ting our wildlife with its deposits of metals on our 
woodlands It only stands to reason, if the acid rain will 
kill fish, then it is safe to assume that it is doing 
likewise to other species of wildlife. 

Vermont's black bear population continues to thrive 
as one of the healthiest in the northeastern states Ver¬ 
mont's bear population is estimated at 2,000 animals 
The total tally for the bear season is 323. _
